REMARKS 

This Response is within two months of the Final Rejection and thus an advisory 
action is expected. 

In view of the Examiner's clarification of his rejection grounds based upon the 

premise that the Claim 10 and 12 limitations were merely claiming an intended use of the 

apparatus wherein there was no limiting structure of the tread strips, Claim 10 is amended 

to positively claim the novel structural features of applicant's system. The Examiner may 

now give patentable merit to the novel tire tread processing equipment. It is noted than 

none of the cited references in any way teaches the processing of flexible tire tread strips 

having tire tread and opposing inner casing surfaces.
